A PROCLAMATION. 

Geo.  A.  Walkem,  1 AT  THERE  AS  it  is  enacted  in 
At  lor  net/-  General . f VV  the  Eighth  Section  of  the 
“Better  Administration  of  Justice  Act,  1878,”  that 
Sections  three,  four,  five,  six,  and  seven  of  the  said 
Act  shall  not  come  into  force  until  a Proclamation 
shall  have  been  issued  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
declaring  them  to  be  in  force. 

And  whereas  the  said  Lieutenant-Governor,  by  and 


with  the  advice  of  his  Executive  Council,  has  been 
pleased  to  declare  that  the  said  sections  three,  four, 
five,  six,  and  seven,  of  the  Act  aforesaid,  shall  come 
into  force  on  the  day  of  the  date  hereof. 

NOW  KNOW  YE  therefore,  that,  in  pursuance 
thereof,  We  do  hereby  proclaim  the  said  sections  three, 
four,  five,  six,  and  seven,  of  the  said  Act,  being 
Chapter  twenty  of  the  Acts  passed  during  the  Session 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  British  Colum- 
bia held  in  the  forty-second  year  of  Her  Majesty’s 
Reign,  intituled  “An  Act  to  make  better  provision  for 
the  Administration  of  Justice,”  to  be  now  in  force. 

In  Testimony  Whereof,  We  have  caused  these 
Our  Letters  to  be  made  Patent,  and  the  Public 
Seal  of  the  said  Province  to  be  hereunto  affixed: 
Witness,  the  Honourable  Albert  Norton 
Richards,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Our  said 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  in  Our  City  of 
Victoria,  in  Our  said  Province,  this  Fourth 
day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  One 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  and  in 
the  forty-fourth  year  of  Our  Reign.
